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What is claimed is: 

A shoe for determining a proper shoe size, comprising: 
an outsole having a heel portion, a forward portion, a length, and a width; 
. heel placement indicator positioned on the heel portion; and 
)lurality of shoe size indicators located on at least a portion of the forward portion, each 
of the plurality of shoe size indicators located a distance from the heel placement indicator along 
the length of the outsole corresponding to a different shoe size and labeled with the 
corresponding shoe size. 

2. The shoe of claim 1, wherein the heel placement indicator is positioned on the outsole 
heel portion in align|ne nt with p roper placement of a h eeljnside the^hpe.

3. The shoe of claim 1, Wherein each of the plurality of shoe size indicators further 
comprises a line located acrosfe at least a portion of the width of the outsole forward portion. 

The shoe of claim 1, wherein the heel placement indicator and the plurality of shoe size 
indicators^g^jennangnt^ into the outsole. 

5. The shoe of claim 1, wherein the heel placement indicator and the plurality of shoe size 
indicators are printed onto the outsole. 

6. The shoe of claim 1, wherein f^e shoe further comprises a size and^e^sizeofthe shoe is 
indicated on the shoe outsole. 
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The shoe of claim 1, wherein the heel placement indicator and the plurality of shoe size 
indicatbis are placed on each of a left shoe and a right shoe of a pair of shoes. 

8. The shoe of claim L further comprising a transparent material overlaying the outsole 
wherein the heel placement \ndicator and the plurality of shoe size indicators can be seen through 
the material. 

97\ The shoe of claim 1, wh^ein the plurality of shoe size indicators comprises standard shoe 
sizes^or a particular age group.

forward portion, each of the plurality of shoe si^e indicator lines located a distance from the heel

The method for determining a proper size shoe for a person's foot of claim 27, further 
comprising a transparent material overlaying the outsole wherein the heel placement indicator 
and the plurality of shoe size indicators can be seen through the material.

sizes corresponding to the plur^ity of shoe size indicator lines further comprising standard shoe 
sizes for a particular age group and gender, the shoe further comprising a size and the size of the 
shoe indicated on the shoe outsole;' 

aligning the rear margin of thJe person's heel with the heel placement indicator; 

positioning the person's toes toWerlap the plurality of shoe size indicators; and 
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obsm^ing the location of the forward margin of the person's toes on the plurahty of shoe 
size indicators\ 

wherein the shoe size indicator immediately beyond the end of the forward margin of the 
person's toes indicates the proper shoe size for the person's foot.
